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a fine line but a very determined line as to what is applicable
with regard to a dmissions and what admissions are subject to
sales tax. All LB 540 does in the amendment is clearly, LB 540,
is specify where sales taxes are applicable with regards to
admissions. It is that simple. I...it has little or no fiscal
impact. I think that it makes good sense to have i n pl ace a
definition that is clearly definable because, to date, the
definition that is there is one that is subject to different
interpretation and that's why this issue has been before the
Revenue Department for at least the last three years. They have
scrambled with it. They have dealt with it trying to determine
what thei r d ec i s i o n or p o l i c y d ec is i on i s . In the past, it has
been determined that LB 540, as it is d rafted, was t he i r
interpretation. With the new department over t here , t he
interpretation has changed. All LB 5 4 0 do es i s keep what
traditionally has been the interpretation with regar d t o
admissions and sales tax in place and I would urge your adoption
of the Lindsay amendment to LB 444.
